‘I-Am-the-Law’ Hague Writes 
A Laconic Letter 


For cynical callousness to appeals that he 
refrain from trampling on the constitutional 
rights of workers in the domain of Jersey 
City, Mayor Frank (C“TLam-the-Law“) Hague 
merits the Order of the Swastika. 

In his high-handed destruction of civil 
rights, Burgomeister Hague insisted he could 
do no wrong. Now it appears everybody else 
is wrong when they protest against the out- 
lawing of democracy in Jersey City. 

We have little doubt that in the Museum 
of Fascist Origins in Other Lands, the Nazis 
will find a place of honor for Mayor Hague’s 
laconic and insulting missive in answer to the 
26 members of Congress. 

A few days ago Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League made public a letter sent to Mayor 
Hague deploring the “wholesale arrest and 
deportation from the city limits of (trade 
union) organizers.” 

“I-am-the-Law” Hague replied to the 
United States Representatives with the blunt 
cynicism he is used to employing when order- 
ing workers slugged, driven off the streets 
and deprived of every vestige of right. 

“Everything is under control,” flippantly 
replied the Liberty League’s model of what 
a good strikebreaking mayor should be and 
act like. 

“Leave everything to me, and don't 
worry,” were his concluding remarks dispos- 
ing of a protest that voices the opinion of 
the majority of freedom-loving Americans. 

Thus, it seems that Hague not only re- 
gards himself as a special Jersey City type 
of Louis XIV (“I-am-the-State’’) but declares 
as the Marines that he has “everything under 
control.” 

This mockery of democratic rights and 
the rights of all democrats to speak up when 
liberty is being trampled on is a menace to 
the people of this country. A victory for the 
fascist-like deeds of a Hague can only serve 
to inspire the numerous potential imitators 
who are waiting only to see the people relax 


their vigilance in the defense of their lib-

And Keeping Them that Way 


The ears of many a Congressman must 
have burned—or should have burned—when 


the Farmer-Labor Congressman Bernard of | 


Minnesota came to the support of the pro- 
posals to aid the farmer. 

For the past week or so, a whole collec- 
tion of Tory Congressmen have been trying 
to knife the idea of farm aid under the pre- 
tense that they hate “a system of planned 
scarcity.” Like the Congressman from Ohio, 
T. A. Jenkins, for example, they have sud- 
denly become effusive over “God’s bounty 
that the people shall be fed.” 

Bernard ripped into these hypocrites who 


are doing their damndest to see that the peo- 


ple shall NOT be fed. 

“The gentlemen who argued for a 
drastic cut in relief,” he told his follew- 
Congressmen, “now weep for America’s 
hungry millions.” 

“These people are not in an easy posi- 
tion to explain to their hungry constitu- 
ents, the jobless, the WPA workers who 
have been laid off, or the needy for whom 
no relief can be found. Their hungry con- 
stituents will ask: What did you do to find 
us a few dollars so that we can buy what 
the farmers will raise? I hope.they will be 
able to answer that they have done some- 
thing besides cutting Mr. J. P. Morgan’s 
tax bill.” 

It is obvious that any solution of the farm- 
ers’ plight cannot rest on forcing the farnfer 
to curtail production. But there cannot be 
any retreat from the demand that the Ameri- 
can farmer and the farm family be protected 
by the government against the ravages of 
mortgage sharks, grain speculators, dairy and 
packing trusts—and a chaotic market.

Because the government is clamping down more 
stringent “emergency” exchange restrictions under 
which it is growing difficult for Japanese industrial- 
ists to obtain dollars or pounds for foreign purchases 
of raw materials, the Osaka textile manufacturers have 
decided on sending a special mission to the United 
States. 

The Japanese financiers and industrialists know 
that the U. S. Export-Import Bank will not advance 
credits to finance cotton shipments to Japan. They 
therefore expect to try to arrive at terms with South- 
ern cotton interests and bankers. They hope to secure 
cotton credits, which would be another way of ob- 
taining American help in Japan's war of aggression. 

No stone is left unturned by the Japanese finance 
capitalists in their world scramble for credits to help 
them meet the serious situation of continuation of war. 
Vice-Admiral Godo has been sent to Berlin to try to 
get help from the German industrialists in exploiting 
North China and in financing the invasion of Central 
China. Nat much hope is put on the likelihood of ob- 
taining financial aid from Germany, however. The 
object of Godo’s trip to the Nazi capital is to goad the 
British and American finance capitalists into the fear 
that they might lose some juicy financial plums of 
conquest in North China if they do not kick in with 
some credits now to make Japan's position in China 
more secure. 0 

What is going on behind the Chinese lines near 
Nanking is obscured by the smoke of battle and the 
thick screen of Japanese-inspired rumors. Japan's 
hopes are not hard to fathom. She wishes and works 
for the selling up of a Japanophile government.“ 
headed by the clique led by Wang Ching-wei and Ho 
Ying-ching. However, such a puppet regime set up 
by Japanese bayonets would not help the Japanese 
position much if the war is continued unceasingly by 
the Chinese armies. 

The determined Chinese resistance and preparations 
to continue the battle clear up the Yangtze Valley as 
well as intensified activity by the 8th Route Army in 
the North serve to discredit the bulk of the wishful 
rumors of Tokio’s propaganda machine, now moved 
in full force to Shanghai. 

Nevertheless, the only complete guarantee of Chi- 
nese victory and the crushing of intrigue to betray the 
Chinese people are the proposals of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party to draw the whole of the Chinese people 
into the fighting, to broaden the base of the govern- 
ment by democratization, and the revision of the mili- 
tary program to take full advantage of the experience 
of the 8th Route Army (the former Chinese Red Army) 
and of the 17 months of anti-Fascist fighting of the 
People's Army of Spain.

The Hospitals Need 


Government Action 


A two-year survey of voluntary hospitals 
in New York City has revealed conditions 
that have moved David H. McAlpin Pyle, 
president of the United Hospital Fund, to 
sharp comment. 8 f 

The financial situation of most ef these 
hospitals is steadily growing worse, accord- 
ing to Mr. Pyle. “Some are rendering ser- 
vices below a satisfactory standard,” he 
states. “A great many underpay their em- 
ployes and work them long hours. A few 


should be closed forthwith as unnecessary, 


uneconomic units in an integrated plan of 
city-wide. hospital service.“ 

He points out that these hospitals “rep- 
resent a haphazard growth, largely competi- 
tive in their approach to the community, 
wasteful to the extent of millions of dollars 
a year in their duplication of facilities, over- 
heads, operating outlays and investments.” 
In other words, they have developed in the 
manner that is typical of all enterprises un- 
der capitalism. 

Mr. Pyle poses the question: “Must, as is 
now the trend, the government operate an 
increasing proportion of the total facilities?” 

That certainly would be desirable and 
would result in vast improvement. But even 
without actual government operation, it is 
essential that the government provide funds 
to. hospitals to care for the needy. This is 
one of the proposals in the statement issued 
recently by 430 distinguished American phy-

With the college basketball season on us again, an 
appraisal of some of the better known teams of the

The drivle-dodge pastime, which leaped almost overnight out ot 
the stuffy gym, 1,000 capacity crowd class into the Madison Square 
Garden and its 18,000 fans, had caught on hard and fast with sports 
followers and deservedly so. 

For sustained action and amazing skill at high tempo you 
can't beat the game. Hockey may be faster, but doesn’t approach 
the degree of both individual skill and teamwork you'll see when 
the college courtsters go to work. 

Tops for the past few seasons in this neck of the woods has been 
Lone Island University, the little Brooklyn school that makes up for 
its leck of a football team when winter comes. Last. season saw the 


graduation of four of the best—Kramer, Bender, Merson and Norton. | 
That quartet knew its way around the courts and a few other places 


too. For when the LI. U. team was invited to participate in the try- 
outs for the Berlin Olympics in the spring of 36 it said “Nix,” loudly, 
firmly and despite the fact that the betting would have been on them 
to cop the honor and make the trip. 

There are various estimations as to just how good the successors 
to the departed aces are. The coach is usually a good guy to ask about 
such a thing, and here is what Coach Bee had to say about his cur- 
rent charges, who will be largely untested until they collide with Min- 
nesota’s veteran Big Ten championship array on December 27 at the 
Garden. 


The Coach Tells All 


“This team won't be anything like last year's,” mourned the 
honest and capable mentor. “It should lose about 10 games of 
this tough schedule. You can't pop up with another combination 
like the last year’s ‘overnight.
